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An  Organization  Chart  of  State  Government  was  drafted  in  Jan- 
uary of  1971,  reflecting  the  reorganization  of  state  government 
proposed  at  that  time  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning  and  Manage- 
ment.  The  1971  chart  did  not  reflect  the  numerous  structural 
changes  that  occurred  during  the  process  of  enactment  and  became 
obsolete.   With  the  beginning  of  a  new  administration  in  1975, 
the  newly-created  Office  of  State  Planning  drafted  an  updated  or- 
ganization.  This  new  chart  incorporated  all  the  changes  and  amend- 
ments to  date.   However,  in  1978,  the  organization  chart  became 
obsolete  again  due  to  many  amendments  to  the  organization  of  state 
government . 

Rather  than  go  through  the  elaborate  procedure  used  in  1975, 
the  Office  of  State  Planning  decided  to  utilize  the  individual  De- 
partment and  Secretariat  charts  that  annually  appear  in  House  I 
Executive  Budget  recommendations.   These  are  usually  corrected  by 
individual  agencies  annually.   The  latest  copy  of  House  1  is  for 
fiscal  1979.   By  reducing  all  the  charts  to  an  8V  x  11"  size  and 
placing  in  the  proper  order  on  a  large  chart,  the  Office  of  State 
Planning  was  able  to  quickly  draft  an  updated  chart  of  state  or- 
ganization.  The  only  drawback  was  non-uniformity  of  lettering 
size.   This  was  necessary  to  arrive  at  a  workable  or  printable 
overall  chart.   A  side  benefit  was  the  ability  to  prepare  this 
booklet  of  state  organizations  at  a  convenient  8V  x  11"  size. 

It  is  likely  nonetheless,  that  in  compiling  a  chart  of  this 
complexity,  some  errors  and  inconsistencies  remain.   We  would  ap- 
preciate any  suggestions  for  correcting  or  improving  the  chart  and 
booklet. 
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
